ART  COMMISSION  REPORT 


FOR  YEARS  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  191?,  AND  DECEMBER 

31,  1918 

September  15,  1919.

Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Charter,  the  Art  Commission 
begs  to  submit  its  reports  for  1917  and  1918: 

1917 

The'membership  of  the  Commission,  in  accordance  with  provisions 
of  Charter,  consisted  throughout  191?  of  John  Purroy  Mitchel  (Mayor), 
Robert  W.  de  Forest  (President  of  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art),  A. 
Augustus  Healy  (President  of  Brooklyn  Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences), 
I.  N.  Phelps  Stokes  (Trustee  of  New  York  Public  Library),  Jules  Guerin 
(painter),  Hermon  A.  MacNeil  (sculptor),  Henry  Bacon  (architect), 
Walter  H.  Crittenden  (layman),  Charles  H.  Sherrill  (layman),  and 
James  R.  Wheeler  (layman). 

At  the  first  meeting,  held  January  8,  1917,  the  Commission  organized 
by  electing  Robert  W.  de  Forest,  President;  A.  Augustus  Healy,  Vice- 
President,  and  Walter  H.  Crittenden,  Secretary. 

In  compliance  with  provisions  of  Charter,  121  matters  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Commission  during  191 7.  One  was  carried  over  from  1916. 
The  approximate  amount  of  money  involved  was  $16,000,000. 

For  each  one  of  these  121  submissions,  from  1  to  44  plans  have  been 
examined  and  passed  upon.  The  designs  presented  with  98  submissions 
were  approved  as  submitted.  In  15  cases  the  Commission  disapproved 
the  designs  in  whole  or  in  part.  In  place  of  4  of  these,  amended  plans 
were  prepared,  submitted  and  approved.  In  place  of  7,  new  plans  were 
not  resubmitted  before  close  of  year.  Four  submissions  were  with- 
drawn. One  submission  remained  unacted  upon  at  close  of  year,  owing 
to  incompleteness  of  documents  presented. 
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1918 


The  membership  of  the  Commission  consisted  throughout  1918  of 
John  F.  Hylan  (Mayor),  Robert  W.  de  Forest  (President  of  Metropoli- 
tan Museum  of  Art),  A.  Augustus  Healy  (President  of  Brooklyn  Insti- 
tute of  Arts  and  Sciences),  Jules  Guerin  (painter),  Edmond  T.  Quinn 
(sculptor),  Henry  Bacon  (architect),  Charles  H.  Sherrill  (layman), 
Luke  Vincent  Lockwood  (layman)  ;  also  I.  N.  Phelps  Stokes  (Trustee 
of  New  York  Public  Library),  from  January  1  to  February  2-1,  when  he 
resigned,  and  Morgan  J.  O'Brien  (Trustee  of  New  York  Public  Library), 
was  appointed  to  succeed  him;  and  James  R.  Wheeler  (layman),  from 
January  1  to  February  9,  the  date  of  his  death  ;  and  Henry  C.  Lawrence 
(layman),  appointed  February  14,  to  succeed  Mr.  Wheeler. 

At  the  first  meeting  held  January  14,  1918,  the  Commission  organ- 
ized by  electing:  Robert  W.  de  Forest,  President;  A.  Augustus  Healy, 
Vice-President,  and  Jules  Guerin,  Secretary. 

In  compliance  with  provisions  of  Charter,  51  matters  were  submitted 
to  the  Commission  during  1918.  One  was  carried  over  from  1917.  The 
approximate  amount  of  money  involved  was  $6,500,000. 

For  each  one  of  these  51  submissions,  from  1  to  10  plans  have  been 
examined  and  passed  upon.  The  designs  presented  with  43  submissions 
were  approved  as  submitted.  In  8  cases  the  Commission  disapproved 
the  designs  in  whole  or  in  part.  One  submission  remained  unacted  upon 
at  close  of  year.  This  was  received  so  short  a  time  before  December  31 
that  there  was  not  sufficient  opportunity  to  examine  the  plans,  visit 
location  and  make  report. 

Each  submission  received  is  immediately  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, which  makes  its  report  before  the  subject  is  considered  by  the  • 
full  Commission.    The  committees  visit  locations  submitted  for  monu- 
ments and  other  structures. 

In  addition  to  their  meetings  for  examination  of  designs  submitted, 
the  committees  frequently  meet  in  conference  with  heads  of  depart- 
ments, designers,  and  other  persons  interested  in  matters  before  the 
Commission.  During  1917,  62,  and  during  1918,  41,  committee  meetings 
have  been  held.  It  is  in  committee  work,  therefore,  that  the  most  en- 
grossing duties  of  the  Commissioners  are  to  be  found.  The  Commission 
held  16  meetings  in  1917  and  12  meetings  in  1918. 

A  large  majority  of  designs  are  approved  as  submitted ;  a  small  per- 
centage are  disapproved  and  others  are  dealt  with  in  the  manner  which 
promises  to  secure  best  results.  Some  are  given  preliminary  approval 
with  suggestion  to  restudy  certain  features  of  the  designs  and  then  re- 
submit them  for  final  action  ;  sometimes  action  is  postponed  and  particu- 
lar defects  of  the  design  are  pointed  out  to  the  artist  or  architect  con- 
cerned at  an  informal  conference,  so  that  he  can  amend  them  himself. 
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RESTORATION  OF  CUPOLA  ON  THE  CITY  HALL. 


On  May  10,  1917,  a  fire  occurred 
stroyed  the  Cupola,  making  necessar 

The  Presdent  of  the  Borough 
of  Manhattan,  realizing  the  aes- 
thetic importance  of  this  feature 
of  the  building,  which  had  been  a 
familiar  object  to  the  citizens  of 
New  York  for  generations,  con- 
ferred with  the  Commission,  and 
asked  its  advice  and  co-operation 
in  reference  to  restoration,  and 
the  design  of  new  structure.  The 
restoration  of  this  Cupola,  there- 
fore, became  a  matter  of  special 
concern  to  the  Commission  and 
received  its  most  serious  consid- 
eration and  study. 

Upon  investigation,  it  appeared 
that  the  Cupola  originally  placed 
on  the  building,  in  accordance 
with  designs  of  the  architect,  Mr. 
John  McComb,  Jr.,  had  once  been 
altered,  and  once  entirely  re- 
placed; and  that  the  one  that  ex- 
isted at  time  of  the  fire  did  not  ac- 
cord with  the  original  McComb 
design. 

McComb's  original  design  is 
shown  on  Plate  I ;  and,  with  cer- 
tain modifications,  the  Cupola  was 
thus  originally  constructed,  as  is 
indicated  by  the  very  rare  and 
valuable  "Wall  Print"  dated  1826, 
a  copy  of  which  is  in  possession  of 
the  Commission,  as  a  gift  of  Art 
Commission  Associates,  and  which 


in  the  roof  of  City  Hall  and  de- 
y  its  complete  reconstruction.

In  1830  the  Cupola  was  altered,  the  dome  being  raised  to  give  space 
for  installation  of  a  clock;  as  shown  in  Plate  III.

At  a  later  period,  the  Cupola,  having  been  destroyed  by  fire,  was  re- 
built ;  and  in  this  process  certain  modifications  were  made,  so  that  at  time 
of  the  fire  it  existed  as  shown  on  Plate  IV. 
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PLATE  TV 


Mr.  Grosvenor  Atterbury  was  retained  as  architect  for  the  restora- 
tion ;  and  fortunately,  for  he  had  superintended  the  restorations  of  the 
interior  of  the  building  under  the  generous  bequest  of  Airs.  Russell  Sage, 
and  his  thorough  study  of  the  McComb  designs,  undertaken  at  that  time, 
made  him  especially  competent  to  make  the  restorations  contemplated. 

Mr.  Atterbury,  from  start  to  finish,  gave  his  personal  attention  to 
this  work  in  constant  consultation  with  the  Commission  ;  and  the  tine 
result  is  evidenced  in  the  reproduction  of  working  drawing  shown  in 
Plate  V. 
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This  is  also  shown  in  the  general  view  of  the  building  as  given  in 
Plate  VI. 

It  will  be  noted  that  no  ma- 
teria] difference  exists  between 
the  original  design  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Comb  (Plate  I)  and  the  new  de- 
sign (Plate  V).  Some  minor 
changes  in  dimensions  shown  on 
Plate  I  were  made  as  result  of 
careful  study  of  the  figured  draw- 
ing, which  was  discovered  among 
Mr.  McComb's  effects.  The  only 
material  change  made  appears  in 
the  enclosure  of  the  arches  as  a 
protection  from  weather,  and  to 
make  possible  the  installation  of 
a  clock  which  the  citizens  of  New 
York  for  two  generations  had 
been  accustomed  to  look  upon  as 
an  essential  characteristic  of  the 
Cupola. 

On  the  whole  the  Art  Com- 
mission feels  that  the  results  have 
well  repaid  the  careful  study  given 
to  the  subject;  and  that  the  citi- 
zens of  New  York  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  final  out- 
come. 

It  would  especially  acknowl- 
edge to  Borough  President  Dow- 
ling  its  appreciation  of  the  con-  plate  v 
stant  interest  he  has  evidenced  in 
relation  to  this  matter,  and  its 
thanks  for  his  cordial  co-operation  with  the  architect  and  this  Commis- 
sion; and  to  Mr.  I.  N.  Phelps  Stokes,  for  the  substantial  aid  given  by 
him  in  investigation  of  the  archives  which  was  necessary  to  accomplish- 
ment of  the  final  work. 

It  would  also  acknowledge  to  the  Architectural  Record  Company 
its  courtesy  in  permitting  the  Commission  to  print  Plates  II  and  III ;  and 
to  the  Municipal  Art  Society  for  a  like  permission  to  print  Plates  IV 
and  V.
